Ittle Ilkeliho id of more coming in at 
present as it must (ome from Tampicu 
hrough H country infested with rebels 
The government has no guards foi 
trains 


All the large industrial Interests will 


Inevitably tome to i standstill without 
fuel 
There is no relief In sight

regards electric power and light th< 
situation is saved bv the fact that it
